NOTIFICATIONS 

New Delhi, the Sir/ December, 1969 

S.O. 49.—Whereas for the development of export trade of India, certain proposal* for 
subjecting new jute woolpack to quality control and inspection prior to export, were pub¬ 
lished as required by 6 ub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Rules, 1964, at pages 689-690 of the Gazette of India, Part II—Section 3—Sub-section (11) 
Extraordinary, dated the 24th May, 1969, under the notification of the Government of 
India in the late Ministry of Commerce No. S.O, 2001, dated the 24th May, 1969; 

And whereas objections and suggestions were invited till the 23rd June, 1969, from 
all persons likely to be affected thereby; 

And whereas the said Gazett* notification was made available to tbe public on th# 
28th May, 1969; 

And whereus no objections or suggestions have been received from the public on the 
said draft; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). the Central Government being of the 
opinion, that, it Is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the export 
trade of India, hereby :— 

( 1 ) notifies that new juto woolpack shall be subject to quality control and inipectlon 

prior to export; 

(2) specifies the type of inspection in accordance with the Export of New Jute 

Woolpack (Inspection) Rules, 1969, as the type of inspection which will be 
applied to eucb new jute woolpack prior to their export; 

( 5 ) 
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(3; recognises liic Indian Standard Specification IS: 4856-1968 for new }iiff 
woolpack issued by the Indian Standards Institution as the standard specifica¬ 
tion for new jute woolpack ; and 

(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade of new jute woolpack 
unless a mark or seal recognised by the Central Government has been affixed 
or applied to bales of such new jute woolpack. 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air of sample* 
of new jute woolpack to prospective buyers, 

3. In this notification, “new jute woolpack" means new jute woolpack of the type at 
described in the Indian Standard namely, new jute woolpack IS : 4856-1968. 

4- This notification shall come into force on the 26th January, 1970.

S.O. 50,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), and after previous publication as re¬ 
quired by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 
1964, the Central Government hereby recognises the Indian Standards Institution Certifica¬ 
tion Marks with respect to the new jute woolpack for the purpose of denoting that where 
the bales containing new jute wool-ppck are affixed with such mark, the new jute wool- 
pack in such bales conlorm to the standard specification applicable thereto under clause (c) 
of section 6 of the said Act. 

Explanation.- —In this notification, “new jute woolpack” means new jute woolpack of 
the type as described in the Indian Standard namely, New Jute Woolpack IS :4856-1968.

S.O. 51.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following mles. namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export of New 
Jute Woolpack (Inspection) Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 26th January, 1970. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, “new jute woolpack” means new jute woolpack of the 
type as described in the Indian Standard, namely, new jute woolpack IS : 4856-1968. 

3. Procedure of affixation of recognised mark on new Jute woolpack prior to export.— 

The provisions of the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act ,1952 
(36 of 1952), the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Rules, 1955, an'd 
the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Regulations, 1955, shall, so far as 
may be, apply to the inspection of new jute woolpack prior to export.
